The  Columbian  Players  of 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  presented 
Phillip  King’s  Delightful  Comedy 
See  How  They  Run  the  16,  17,  and 
1 8  of  October.  The  comedy  has 
been  “delighting  audiences  since 
1948,”  said  the  Director  John 
Rahe  in  the  Director’s  Notes 
section  of  the  program,  “and 
while  some  of  the  references  to 
things  like  rationing,  the  feared 
Communist  uprising,  and  the 
Berlin  Airlift  appear  dated  to  us 
today,  the  actions  of  the 
characters  more  than  make  up  for 
it.  See  How  They  Run. ..proved 
once  again  that  laughter  is  a 
universal  thing  which  can  cut 
across  the  ages.” 

Laughter  certainly  did  fill  the 
theatre  all  three  nights  as  actors 
walked,  ran,  talked,  and  shouted 
through  three  hilarious  acts  with 
two  ten  minute  intermissions.  It 
was  a  cast  of  nine  that  put  on  this 
crazy  show  about  mistaken 
identities,  wrong  assumptions, 
stolen  clothes,  and  an  escaped 
Russian  spy. 

“I’ve  lost  about  five  pounds 
and  I’m  exhausted,”  said  senior 
David  Spencer,  an  English  major 
who  played  Corporal  Clive 
Winston,  after  Friday’s  show.  “It 
was  a  real  workout  but  this  play 
was  definitely  worth  it.”

Psychology  major  are  an  odd 
couple  living  in  a  small  town 
vicarage  where  Mr.  Toop  is  the 
Vicar  of  the  church.  Penelope  is 
a  former  stage  actress  and  the 
niece  of  the  Bishop  of  Lax, 
played  by  Ryan  Farrar,  a  senior 
Political  Science  major. 

The  play  opens  with  a  town 
gossip.  Miss  Skillon, 
complaining  to  Mr.  Toop  about 
Penelope.  The  two  women  have 
mutual  disdain  for  each  other 
which  results  in  some  very  funny 
barbed  comments  and  full  out 
verbal  attacks.  Later  in  Act  I, 
Penelope’s  old  stage  friend 
Corporal  Clive  Winton  stops  by 
which  brings  about  the  chain  of 
events  to  follow.  Penelope  and 
Clive  decide  to  go  out  with  Clive 
dressed  as  a  visiting  Vicar  and 
Miss  Skillon  terribly  disposed. 

Act  II  finds  a  web  of 
mismatched  identities,  a  furious 
Bishop,  Mr.  Toop  robbed  out  of 
his  clothes,  a  Russian  spy 
popping  in  and  out,  a  lost 
uniform,  and  the  maid  Ida, 
played  by  Jennifer  Ruff,  a  junior 
English  major  confused  by  it  all. 

Act  III  opens  just  seconds 
after  Act  II  ended,  closing  the 
delightful  comedy  with  the  spy 
caught,  the  correct  Mr.  Toop 
announced,  and  everyone  settled 
(mostly)  in  their  right  clothes. 
Overall  the  show  is  a  great  way 
to  spend  a  nice  night  laughing 
and  smirking  at  the  witty 
repertoire  of  the  characters,  the 
barbed  comments,  and  the 
outright  ridiculousness  of  grown 


characters  chasing 
each  other  across 
the  stage.

Joy  Torres  was  one  of  many 
young  Hispanics  that  were 
accepted  into  The  Congressional 
Hispanic  Caucus  Institute  (CHCI) 
last  summer.  CHCI  is  a  non  for 
profit  organization  that  devotes 
itself  to  helping  shape  the  future 
of  the  Hispanic  community  and 
its  leaders. 

Joy  Torres  applied  for  this 
program  which  occurs  annually. 
“Every  summer  (early  June-early 
August),  Latino  undergraduates 
from  across  the  country  are 
selected  for  an  eight-week 
leadership  training  program  in  the 
nation’s  capital.  While  in  DC, 
interns  work  in  the  offices  of 
U.S.representatives  or  Senators. 
The  curriculum  focuses  on  work 
experience,  community  service, 
and  educational  and  professional 
programming  provided  by 
CHCI,”  replied  Torres. 

Joy  Torres  is  from 
Guaynabo,  Puerto  Rico,  and  is  a 
junior  double  majoring  in 
criminal  justice  and  psychology. 
She  discovered  the  CHCI  upon 
happenstance,  when  a  previous 
job  attempt  did  not  work  out,  and 
found  the  organization,  applied, 
and  was  accepted. 

“It  was  a  really  great 
experience,”  she  said,  “I  learned  a 
lot  about  the  governmental 
process.  I  had  a  lot  of 
opportunities.  I  even  got  to  see 
McCain  and  Obama  speak  at  a 
conference  and  shook  their  hands 
and  everything.” 

She  also  discussed  other 
tasks  she  performed  while  in 
Washington  D.  C.  Some  of  which 
were  very  prestigious  and  full  of 
opportunities  to  work  with  some 
of  the  most  important  people  in 
office. 

“I  worked  in  the  office  of 
Congresswoman  Donna 
Christensen  (representative  of 
Virgin  Islands).  My  duties 
included  answering  phones, 
helping  out  the  LAs  with  their 
search  and  attending  various

meetings  as  an  office 
representative.  I  was  put  to  work 
especially  with  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  Homeland  Security 
subcommittee,  which  the 
Congresswoman  was  a  part  of.  As 
part  of  the  program  I  also  had  to 
attend  leadership  development 
sessions  at  least  once  a  week  and 
engage  in  a  community  service. 
Our  service  project  consisted  of 
going  into  the  Hispanic 
community  in  D.C.  and 
informing  them  about  the  D.T.V. 
transition  that  will  take  place  in 
February.  As  part  of  the  program 
I  was  able  to  attend  many 
seminars  in  the  development  as  a 
leader  and  had  the  opportunity  to 
strengthen  my  persona  as  a 
Hispanic  young  woman.”

What  do  all  of 
these  music  artists  from  varying 
genres  and  decades  have  in 
common?  Nothing  would  be  the 
correct  answer  if  you’ve  never 
heard  of  Girl  Talk. 

However,  you’ve  never  heard 
of  Girl  Talk  no  longer.  The  artist 
known  as  Girl  Talk  is,  in  fact,  one 
gentleman  named  Gregg  Gillis 
who  studied  biomedical 
engineering  at  Case  Western 
Reserve  University  until  deciding 
music  was  more  his  forte.  His 
creation.  Girl  Talk,  is — put 
bluntly  (and  alliteratively) — a 
massive,  mashed-up  mega-mix  of 
music. 

“A  lawsuit  waiting  to 
happen?”  you  ask.  Not  at  all. 
Citing  the  fair-use  principle  of  the 
copyright  law.  Girl  Talk  uses 
hundreds  of  unlicensed  samples 
to  create  his  own  unique  blend  of 
what  he  calls  “recontextualized 
pop  music  twisted  into  new  weird 
forms.”  Then  it  must  be  a 
gimmick?  you  retort.  Think 
again.  Listening  to  one  track  from 
Girl  Talk’s  upcoming  album  Feed 
the  Animals  and  anyone  can  tell 
that  this  is  more  than  a  gimmick, 
but  a  genuine  expression  of  music 
that  just  happens  to  consist 
entirely  of  sampled  songs. 

The  beats,  melodies  and 
lyrics  of  all  the  songs  sampled  on 
Feed  the  Animals,  which  is 
supposed  to  be  over  300,  are 
intertwined  beautifully — the 
samples  honestly  sounding  like 
brand-new  songs.  The  sampled 
songs  come  in  and  out  of  focus 
seamlessly,  some  lasting  for  a 
minute,  while  others  are  in  and 
out  before  you  know  what  you’ve 
heard. 

The  blending  of  genre  within 
the  album’s  54  minutes  is  another 
remarkable  aspect.  Rock,  hip- 
hop,  pop  and  rap  combine 
without  conflict,  adding  to  the 
depth  of  musicality.  The  album  is 
labeled  with  the  genre  of  pop; 
however,  if  I  personally  were  to 
classify  it,  would  push  it  more 


toward  the  hip-hop  end  of  the 
spectrum.  There  is  more  rap  and 
hip-hop  than  any  of  the  other 
genres.  That  shouldn’t  deter 
listeners  unfamiliar  with  rap  or 
hip-hop,  as  my  knowledge  of  hip- 
hop  and  rap  is  limited,  but  1 
picked  up  on  most  of  the  different 
songs  used. 

There  are  some  fantastic 
moments  on  the  album  where  you 
just  have  to  listen  and  revel  in 
what  specifically  has  been  mixed 
together.  In  “What  It’s  All 
About,”  Busta  Rhymes  raps  over 
The  Police  and  The  Cure  laced 
together,  while  at  the  end  of  the 
song,  Outkast,  Vanilla  Ice,  the 
Jackson  Five,  Rihanna  and  Queen 
can  all  be  heard  mashed  within 
20  seconds  of  each  other.  In  “Let 
Me  See  You,”  Dem  Franchize 
Boyz  start  the  track,  followed  by 
Gwen  Steffani  with  Akon,  R. 
Kelly  and  Fleetwood  Mac.  David 
Bowie  gets  combined  with  Justin 
Timberlake  later  in  that  track  as 
well.  However,  the  greatest 
moment  on  the  album  comes 
toward  the  end  of  “Like  This,” 
when  the  epic  guitar  from 
Metallica’s  “One”  starts  to  then 
accompany  Lil  Mama’s  “Lip 
Gloss.” 

With  as  much  music  that  is 
sampled  on  this  album,  I  do 
believe  mathematically  everyone 
can  find  something  that  they 
enjoy.  However,  as  previously 
mentioned,  it  leans  toward  the 
genre  of  hip-hop  (that’s  really 
where  sampling  lends  itself  well). 
The  only  other  thing  that  may 
turn  some  people  off  is  the 
explicit  nature  of  the  album. 

None  of  the  tracks  sampled  are 
edited. 

Feed  the  Animals  drops  on 
October  2 1 .  However,  it  is 
available  online  for  purchase  for 
whatever  price  an  individual  is 
willing  to  pay  (a  la  Radiohead’s 
In  Rainbows).  Paying  $5  or  more 
includes  a  one-file  seamless  mix 
of  the  album,  while  paying  $10  or 
more  includes  the  one-file  and  a 
packaged  CD  to  be  shipped  on 
release  date. 

If  anyone  chooses  not  to 
even  curiously  check  out  Girl 
Talk,  they  are  missing  out  on  a 
truly  great  musical  experience.

After  a  tough  loss  against 
the  Missouri  Science  and  Technol¬ 
ogy  Miners,  the  Puma  football 
team  was  able  to  regain  their  com¬ 
posure  and  take  a  week  off,  before 
facing  Fairmont  State. 

The  second  home  game  of 
the  2008  season  had  arrived,  and 
you  could  feel  the  electricity  from 
the  Puma  faithful.  The  Pumas 
were  facing  the  Fairmont  State 
Falcons  (October  18th),  who  had 
an  overall  record  of  1-1  versus 
SJC. 

The  Pumas  were  in  control 
the  entire  game  on  both  sides  of 
the  ball  as  the  Pumas  defeated  the 
Falcons  38-14.  The  SJC  running 
game  looked  sharp  as  running 
back  Jashon  Banks  rushed  25 
times  for  125  yards,  including  a 
52  yard  touchdown  run. 

Junior  running  back,  Ter¬ 
rance  Freeman,  also  had  a  huge 
part  in  the  Puma  offense,  scoring 
three  touchdowns  and  running  for 
78  yards.  Quarterback  Mike  Hla- 
dik  did  throw  an  interception  on 
the  day,  but  was  able  to  keep  his 
poise  and  throw  for  145  yards. 

The  Puma  defense  was  quite 
impressive,  putting  pressure  on 
the  Falcons  quarterbacks,  Vick 
Bradford,  and  Derek  Taylor.  The 
two  quarterbacks  threw  a  total  of 
three  interceptions  to  the  Puma 
defense,  two  to  Ronnell  Tibbs, 
and  one  to  David  Wallace. 

The  Pumas  also  used  a  few 


trick  plays  against  the  Falcons, 
including  two  fake  punts.  Punter 
Kevin  Quackenbush  faked  the 
first  punt,  and  ran  down  the 
sidelines  for  a  first  down-which 
eventually  led  to  a  Terrance  Free¬ 
man,  35  yard  touchdown  run. 
Quakenbush  had  two  faked  punt 
attempts,  and  rushed  them  for  a 
total  of  3 1  yards. 

And  don’t  forget  kicker  Mi¬ 
chael  Binder,  who  made  a  47  yard 
field  goal  to  add  to  the  Pumas 
lead.  “I  am  glad  we  won,  and  that 
we  played  a  full  game  instead  of 
just  one  half,”  said  Binder.  “I’m 
glad  that  we  are  maturing  as  a 
team.” 

The  Pumas  next  game  is 
on  October  25th,  where  they  face 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  College.  The 
Pumas  actually  have  a  perfect 
9-0  record  against  the  Panthers, 
so  let’s  hope  the  team  can  keep 
that  record  going.  This  will  be 
the  Pumas  sixth  away  game  this 
season. 

The  next  and  final  home 
game  will  be  on  November  8th 
against  Central  State  University. 
The  Pumas  are  now  4-3,  and  this 
last  home  victory  could  carry  on 
into  the  next  few  weeks.  Last 
year,  the  Pumas  finished  the 
season  with  four  wins  and  seven 
losses,  so  they  now  have  a  chance 
to  improve  upon  last  year’s  total 
win  total  in  the  next  three  games. 
They  have  won  one  and  lost  one 
inner-conference  games  this  year. 
The  home  game  on  November  8th 
will  kickoff  at  Alumni  Stadium 
Saturday  at  noon.

Golf  Is  More  Than  Putt-Putt  For  Pumas

Many  people  are  avid  and 
talented  golfers,  but  for  those  of 
us  that  have  not  mastered  much 
more  than  the  idea  that  the  ball  is 
supposed  to  go  into  one  of  those 
holes  and  that  when  someone 
yells  “Fore!”  you  are  supposed 
to  duck,  the  technicalities  and 
objectives  of  the  game  seem  much 
more  complicated. 

Of  all  the  games  in  the 
NCAA,  there  are  only  three 
games  where  the  team  scores  are 
based  on  individual  results:  Cross 
Country,  Track  and  Field,  and 
Golf.  Of  these  three,  only  two 
have  consistent  areas  of  competi¬ 
tion. 

Golf  is  unlike  any  other 
sport  in  that  the  courses  are  un¬ 
regulated  when  it  comes  to  size, 
shape,  or  terrain.  The  only  regula¬ 
tion  the  course  creators  have  is 
that  the  course  must  be  either  nine 
or  eighteen  holes. 

Many  people  view  golf  as  a 
dull  sport,  but  for  senior  Maggie 
Hobbs,  the  game  is  much  more 
enthralling  than  it  is  to  most. 

“I  have  played  golf  since 
seventh  grade,  and  1  love  the 
game.  It  is  a  very  challenging 
sport  both  mentally  and  physical¬ 
ly.  You  have  to  focus  really  hard

when  you  are  making  a  shot  and 
toting  a  seventy  pound  bag  around 
for  five  hours  at  a  time.” 

Many  golf  enthusiasts  will 
attest  that  watching  the  game  and 
playing  it  are  two  radically  differ¬ 
ent  experiences. 

“There  are  never  two  identi¬ 


cal  games,”  said  Hobbs.  “The 
courses  are  always  different  and 
the  weather  is  always  changing. 
Our  invitationals  are  often  two 
days  long  with  the  day  before  be¬ 
ing  our  practice  round.” 

Practices  for  the  team  is 
a  bit  different  than  that  of  most 
sports  because  the  team  must 
travel  to  and  from  the  course, 
and  they  are  often  required  to  do 
certain  exercises  before  leaving 
the  course. 

“We  practice  5-6  days  a 
week  and  usually  for  2-4  hrs  at 
a  time.  We  play  9  or  1 8  holes 
during  practices  and  have  drills  to 
work  on  different  skills  and  help 
us  gain  confidence.  We  also  have 
to  make  50  putts  in  a  row  before 
we  leave,  which  sometimes  is 
harder  than  it  seems,”  said  Hobbs. 

I  know  that  there  must  be 
more  than  one  person  out  there 
besides  myself  who  has  made  a 
rather  pathetic  attempt  at  playing 
golf  outside  of  a  putt-putt  arena. 
Standing  on  a  course  with  the 
image  of  hitting  a  hole-  in-one  on 
the  first  try,  stepping  up  to  the  tee, 
and  hitting  the  ball  ten  yards,  if 
lucky  enough  to  get  that  far. 

“I  love  going  out  with 
my  guy  friends  and  just  laugh¬ 
ing  when  they  try  to  hit  the  ball 
far  and  top  it  1 0  feet  in  front  of 
them,”  says  Hobbs.  “Golf  is  defi¬ 
nitely  a  humbling  game!”
